Opinion of Attorney Getter*! But**, ' 


Tho opinion of tho United States attor- 


ney general affirming the citizenship of 
i'reemen of color, born in this country, has 
)jeen published. It is accounted the ablest 
und most important state paper drawn up 
liy him sinco assuming the duties of his 
office. It was given in reply to a question 
from the secretary of the treasury, in refer- 
ence to a vessel detained by a revenue cut- 
ter, commanded by a colored • man, as to 
•whether colored men are citizens. After 
reviewing at length all the authorities usu- 
ally cited on the other side of the question, 
including the Dred Scott opinion, he comes 
to the following conclusion:

Opinion or Attorney General Bat**. 


The opinion of the United States attor- 


ney general affirming the citizenship o: 
3'reemen of color, born in this country, has 
teen published. It is accounted the ablesl 
and most important state paper drawn up 
"by him since assuming the duties of his 
office. It was given in reply to a question 
from the seeretary of the treasury, in refer- 
ence to a vessel detained by a revenue cut- 
ter, commanded by a colored man, as to 
•w'aether colored men are citizens. After 
reviewing at length all the authorities usu- 
ally cited on the other side of the question 
including the Dred Scott opinion, he comes 
to the following conclusion: 


I give it as my opinion that the free man 


of color, mentioned in your letter, if born 
in the United States, is a citizen of the 
United States, aad, if otherwise qualified, 
is competent, according to the acts of con 
grass, to be master of a vessel engaged in 
tha coasting trade. 


The importance of this opinion is great 


ly enhanced from its being considered a 
forerunner of the proclamation which the 
president will issue on the first of January 
and properly prepares the way for that grea 
act in the drama of the rebellion. 


Mr. Seward Conniels the Defeat of 
John F. Potter. 


Sometime since, the Portage City Regia 


ter stated that it had been informed tha 
Secretary Seward had written a letter, pre 
•vions to the election, to a citizen of Mil 
•wankee, urging the defeat of Jobn F. Pot 
•ter, then a candidate for congress in the 
first district. This statement the Chicago 
Journal plumply denies, while the Milwau 
lee Sentinel thought the Secretary of State 
lad no time to spare from the discharge o 
liia duties to take any interest in the elec 
tion in that district.

a number of other leading republicans o 
Mii« aukee opposed tha election of Judge 
Potter, and supported his democratic op 
ponent, Mr. Brown, perhaps he can alsc 
inform the public whether or not it wat 
through the influence of the letter^ of Mr 
Sowc.rd that he was induced to take tha 
course. There ought to have been aome

flie Re«»on of Gen. nutlet's Removal. 


It is now generally credited that General 


Janks has gone to New Orleans to take 
command of the Gulf department, in place 


f Genenl Butler. It is stated as a reason 
"or the supercedure of Gen, Butler, that the 
Trench government demands his dismissal, 
and compensation to French subjects whom 
e has wrongfully imprisoned. 
Gen. Butler has discharged his duties at 


"Tew Orleans, generally, to the satisfaction" 
f the.country. 
Nothing is publicly known 


f his- acts which would justify hitremoval. 


'.( he has been guilty of some flagrant aud 
lersistant wrong, which is yet to be devel- 
ped, the public will rest satisfied with his 
supercedure ; but if lie has simply com- 
mitted some trivial mistake, of which all 
commanders are more or less liable, it can 
lardly be a justification. . He has, so far as 
a known, been eminently the right man in 
,he rfght place. He has been a full match 
"or the secesh and their foreign allies in 
New Orleans, and hence" their enmity to- 
wards him. The hatred of rebels and lories 
;owards any man ia a good mark in his fa- 
vor. ' Judging Gen. Butler by this stand 
ard, and by all other evidence now known, 
be has done his duty. Positive men, like 
bim, have ever been Subject to abuse and 
slander from tho enemies of the country, 
which has generally had the effect desired 
by its authors noon the government, and to 
some extent upon the popular mind. We 
do not stand by our true men in this war, 
but suffer them to be overwhelmed by the 
falsehoods and intrigues of the rebels and 
their sympathisers. This ia one reason 
why we have not developed able generals 
to-lead our armies,'and statesmen of tho 
right stamp to guide in the counsels of the 
government. So far, we have seen no snf 
ficient reason for the dismissal of Gen 
Butler, but it mny be that future develop 
menta will fully sustain the notion of the 
government. 


Correspondence of the Daily Qazetta. 


The Expedition Into Mississippi from 
Helena. 


HELENA,' Ark,,'Dec. 14, 1862. 


I have just seen the Chicago Tribune's 


account of the expedition from thia place 
under Gena. Hovey and Washburn. I was 
with the expedition, _but certainly atonic 
hardly recognize it as the same one but for 
the dates, knowing that two expeditions 
could not have left here under the same 
generals at the same time. The person 
who sent the " Special Dispatch to the Chi 
cago Tribune," dates from Cairo, anc 
makes his report upon the authority of 
Memphis correspondent who "has informa 
tion from the most reliable source"—from 
a " banker" and another gentleman, who 
though not a "banker," ia "well-known,1 


which certainly ought to make it reliable 


Now, the whole thing, so far from beinj 


even a tolerably correct account of the af 
fair, is one of the grossest botches anc 
most stupid accumulations of mis-state 
rnents possible to be got into a report bj 
any one who was with the expedition ; i 
looks more as though^ some one at Mem 
phis had heard of the starting of the expe 
dition and had guessed at the result, ant 
had made a bungling job of even that. 
I 


is but justice to those who are paying fo: 
these things to know—when it ia proper to 
report them at all—the facts, and not to bi 
cheated and deceived by this and kindrec 
reports "from the most reliable source/ 
"from a reliable gentleman," "from an 
eye witness," etc., etc. 


What the expedition did do, and what i 


did not do, I will endeavor to inform you 
not upon.the authority of any "reliable' 
individual, either free or "contraband," bu 
upon the evidence of my own eye and ex 
perietice. We left Helena oa Thursday by 
transports, passing down the river an< 
landing some ten miles below ; until land 
ing, our destination was a matter of mud 
speculation, but that unraveled the secre 
to many. The force landed at this place 
was not far from 20,000, composed of cav 
airy, infantry aud artillery, which immedi 
ately took up its line of mnrch into the in 
terior, making the first camp some ten 
miles from the river, at about ten o'clocl 
p. m. 
Started again next morning, 28th 


at eight o'clock, arriving at the mouth o 
Coldwater the same evening, where the ad 
vanco, with a few sheila from their howit 
zers, got up a very lively skedaddle among 
some rebels who were building breastworks 
at the ferry to oppose our progress. The 
amount of damage actually done them is 
uncertain, as there are various reports 
One is that four or five were killed and sev 
oral woundedj and that forty horses anc 
sixty stand of arms were captured, 
stayed here"nntil half-past four p. m., Sat 
urday, 29th, awaiting the construction of 
bridge composed of ferry-boats found on 
the river, and some smaller ones and lum 
ber brought along for that purpose. A lit 
tie after noon the infantry ajjd heavy artil 
lery commenced arrriving, so that befor 
we left the entire force was at this point 
Here the force was divided, Gen. "Wasthurn 
taking not more than one-half, if so nx-ch 
he had only two heavy guns and tsv '> re'gi 
ments of infantry, the balance in > valr 
with eight mountain howitzers. 
Vv a now 


marched rapidly, making no halt, ezcapt i' 
feed our horses, until about noon ou Sun 
day, 30th, when we reached Hardy station 
on the Memphis and Mississippi railroad 
seven miles from Grenada. Here tha ad 
vance surprised and took priuonert some 
fifteen or twenty rebels; two bridges, oui 
passenger and one box car, and two o 
three flats were burned, and the telegrapl 
cut downf 
A detachment wnr scut acros 


to the main road (the Mississippi Cectral) 
to destroy that. 
They destroyed a Iridg 


over a culvert three miles from and within 
sight of Grenada, and then returned, when 
all took the back track, marchiog until ton 
o'clock p. m., going iutp camp in a drench- 
ing storm, men and horses hungry and 
nearly jaded out. The storm prevented 
the men "getting anything to cat, thougb 
they managed to get some food for their 
horses. 
We left-camp rather late Mondny 


morning—the roads not in an improved 
conditioa from last night's rain—reaching 
Mitchell's cross-roads, some forty, five miles 
from Grenada, at three o'clock p. m., find. 


ng oar two regiments of infantry, and the 
ieavy artillery, which arrived here the day 
iefore. 


After having been in camp about an hoar 


ilmost our entire force Was called out to 
mt a stop to a slight skirmish going on be* 
ween our pickets on the Coidwater road 
ind a small squad of rebels, which being 
iccomplished we returned to camp, Our 
reginient, the infantry and artillery laid'here 
all day .Tuesday, which was a rainy, disa- 
greeable day, while, the rest of the force 
was divided up into large scouting parties 
which were sent out in all directions. One 
went to Panola and found it had buen de- 
serted by the three regiments of rebel troops 
which had occupied it until Sunday, when 
they left for Coflfeeville. 


On Wednesday morning we started, as 


all supposed for Coffeeville, on the Missis- 
sippi Central, still iurther above Grenada, 
and where the boys expected tohavuan op- 
portunity of giving the rebels a sample of 
their fighting qualities ; but when within 
about two miles of Oakland, on the Memphis 
and Mississippi road1, the advance, the 1st 
Indiana cavalry, was attacked by two hun- 
dred rebels who were ambushed beside the 
road, and by the inexcusable blunder, as 
they say, of the general's body guard, in 
rushing in upon them, breaking them np 
and throwing them into confusion, lost one 
of their steel howitzers. Gapt. /Walker, 
T»to -waa in command of the regiment, it is 
said requested permission to follow and re- 
take the gun, but was refused. 
Several 


brilliant maneuvers were now performed, 
which were entirely lost to the rebels, ex- 
cept to give them time to escape, as they 
were in full retreat through Oakland with 
the captured gun. In this affair we had 
one man killed, three taken prisioners and 
several wounded ; had eight horses killed 
and lost one gun. We took one captain, 
badly wounded, and two or three privates; 
we moved into Oakland and camped for 
the night. 
Coffeeville is sixteen miles and 


Water Valley, at which point the main part 
of Price's army now is, is twenty-five miles 
from this place. Thursday morning we 
left for Mitchell's Cross roads, where we ar- 
rived at 4 p. m. We did not disturb the 
railroad at Oakland, which has led some 
imaginative, malicious person to infer and 
even intimate that we had bitten off our 
own noses in doing what we did at Hardy 
Station. Left Cross Roads on Friday morn 
ing, reaching Coldwater at .3 p. m., which 
place Gen. Hovey and the force that re- 
mained with him left in the morning; we 
proceeded homeward, reaching 
Helena 


Sunday evening. 


These are some of the things we did. 
I 


am fearful if all were told it would not re- 
flect much credit upon our army. 
What 


was not done is this : Gen. Hovey and one- 
half, or more, of the force which left Helena 
never got nearer than sixty miles to Gre- 
nada ; that portion which went through to 
the railroad never were nearer than three 
miles, and only a small portion as near as 
that; therefore the bridges at Grenada, the 
destruction of which was to stop Price's re- 
treat, was not destroyed. 
There was no 


damage done to the Mississippi Central rail- 
road, which two hours labor did not repair 
so that trains passed over; and to p,um up 
the whole thing in a few words, we did not 
do what we purposed, and what was expect- 
ed of ns. 


Clark R. Buell, formerly a resident o) 


Janesville, was left at a house sick on our 
way down, and was taken prisoner by the 
rebels, wuo carried him to Jackson byway 
of Coffeeville and Grenada. He was pa 
roled and taken to Vickaburg, which place 
he left on Tuesday, arriving here on the 
14th. He reports that there was not at any 
time previous to the retreat through it o: 
Price's army ou the day after we left Oak 
land, any force at Grenada to prevent us 
entering the place and destroying the 
bridges as was designed, thus stopping 
Price until Grant could have overtaken anc 
soundly thrashed him, instead of his being 
allowed to escape to Jackson. Br.eli thinks 
from what he heard said among rebel offi 
sers and soldiers that the great fight is to 
come off at Jaqkson, at which place a large 
force is concentrating, instead of at Vicks 
burg. He represents Price's army as a 
half-fed half-clothed rabble. 
** 


Gov. Stanly. of North Carolina. 


A Newbern correspondent of the New 


York Tribune says that a fearful fluttering 
has been occasioned among the rebels and 
rebel sympathizers of the department of 
North Carolina, who had thought the mili- 
tary governor, Stanly, was clothed with ab- 
solute and final dictatorial powers, A rev- 
enue officer has made his appearance there 
and seized all the vessels engaged in traffic 
under the governor's permits within the 
blockaded region of the inland waters of 
the state. Millions of dollars worth of 
goods, which were flowing into the inland 
seas of North Carolina, by way of the sin 
gle port of Beaufort, which alone has been 
open to commerce, are now shut out; and 
henceforth, until other ports are opened, all 
vessels cleared for Beaufort must unload 
there, instead of proceeding up Cove Sound 
into the Pamlico and Albemarle to New- 
bern, Washington, Plymouth, Elizabeth 
City, Edenton, and all along shore. 


As an instance of the audacious and fla 


grant manner in which the blockade has 
been set at naught, and an extensive com- 
merce openly carried on with persons and 
places, having easy and direct communica- 
tion with the interior beyond our lines, 
Evan Evans, of the firm of Evans & Mc- 
Cauley, New York, five or six weeks ago 
received permission from Gov. Stanley to 
carry the schooner B. D. Pitts, with an as- 
sorted cargo, to Elizabeth City, a point 
where we had not then, nor have now, any 
garrison or gunboat, and whence there is 
an uninterrupted channel of intercourse 
with all secessiondom." 


His Excellency frequently comes into 


collision with the naval and army authori- 
ties, which is very natural and almost'inev- 
itable from the very indefinite nature of his 
functions and the discretionary extent of 
his power. 
The so-called 'conciliatory' 


policy of Gov. Stanly has been tried and 
proved a great failure. Not one man of 
any prominence has yet been induced to 
take any position for the Union : and with- 
out one solitary exception, nobody who was 
a citizen when the rebellion cammenced, 
has thus far undertaken to make a Union 
speech. The non-slaveholders are gener 
islly disposed to be loyal,-and most of them 
who are not unfitted by infirmity or age, 
enlist quite willingly. 
These men, howev- 


tr, dislike GOT. Stanley and his policy, and 
insist upon the harshest measures towards 
the rebels and their sympathizers.

The till includes the issue of 6 per cent, 


bonds, t.30 bonds, 7 per cent, bonds, or 
bonds bsaring less rates of . interest 
aud legal lender notes bearing no interest. 
The Secretary expresses a strong desire to 
tave the limits as to the modes of the pro- 
visions and the amounts to bo provided in 
each case defined as precisely as possible 
by congress. 


The remaining sections authorize the for- 


mation of bautting associations to issue 
notes furnished by the United States, alike. 
in form and secured alike by United States 
bonds, but payable on demand primarily by 
the issuing associations.

The track for two 
miles south of Fredericksburg has been 
torn up, the rails being used for turnouts 
at present terminus. 


On Thursday a brigade of rebel cavalry 


were outfitted with rations and forage for 
several days, and revolvers distributed to 
the men near Guinness Station. It was be- 
lieved there that their destination was King 
George Co. by the way of Port Royal. On 
Saturday morning a.new encampment mada 
its appearance on the secbnd range of hills, 
in the rear of Fredeticksbnrg, in full view 
from our position. A considerable number 
of tents have recently been sent up from 
Richmond to Lee's army. 


The Richmond Examiner, of tha 2oth, 


indicates that Lee, with » portion of his ar- 
my, was moving towards Culpepper to make 
a demonstration in front of Washington, 
but it is known that Lee was still at Fred- 
ericksbnrg, Friday noon. 


The enemy are engaged every night in 


raising and extending breastworks along 
the streets fronting the river, as if to pre- 
vent any future crossing by pontoons. Flags 
of truce cross the Rappahancock every day, 
principally to transfer to the other side citi- 
zens who came into our lines to escape the 
bombardment.

In be- 
half of my company I return my sincere 
thanks to the donors thereof, for the con- 
tents were very acceptable at this time, as 
we are now going t'urough the trials that 
all regiments have to meet that come from 
the north to this climate. My tent has been 
a hospital for two months, but I think my 
company are favored as much as any in the 
regiment. We have lost but one by death, 
one resigned, and one discharged for disa- 
bility, viz: F. E. Oaborn. I think we have 
a number now sick, but there are no dan- 
gerous cases, and those who have got up 
fuel bitter than they did before they were 
tnken down, I have no doubt our friends 
feel a great deal of anxiety about us, but 
we are suffering nothing more than the 
natural consequences of war.

THE PIBATE NASHVILLE SEALED UP.—A 


letter from an officer of the blockading 
gquadroa at Savannah says that the rebel 
Bteamer Nashville lies in the Great Ogee- 
chee river, fenced in with torpedoes, and 
with one man aboard ready to blow her up 
on the approach of our gunboata.
